$1.5 million from private sources. The private money was to 
bo used for cash awards to help the students continue their 
education. 
Uncle Sam coughed up your $2 million, but the SCA raised 
only $150,000 from those private sources. And, since the $2 
million has already gone for overhead and salaries, the cash 
awards have been chopped way back. So, both the taxpayers 
and the students got taken on that one. 
And then there’s the World Bank. That institution funded 
largely by $780 million of our tax monies. It was established 
to lend poor nations a helping hand. 
The folks most helped by the World Bank seem to be its 
employes. Their average annual salary is $36,000. About 90 
percent of the bank workers get more than $32,000 a year. 
Most of them pay no income tax; those who do receive a 
salary adjustment to cover the cost of the taxes. 
Finally, there’s the one about the batch of congressmen 
who flew to South Korea last October with their wives and 
aides. They went to attend the anniversary of the start of the 
Korean War. That little junket cost you about $61,000. While 
in Seoul, the congressmen were decorated by the Republic of 
Korea. They got the medals, you got the bill.

Polly’s Problem 
DEAR POLLY - My dressmaker made me a vinyl 
raincoat lined with a blend of cotton and polyester. The 
coat was in her home for about six months, and as she is 
a constant smoker it reeks with the odor of smoke. I am 
unable to wear the coat since I am allergic to smoke and 
the many things I have used have not elirrr.nated it. Air­ 
ing on the line for several weeks helped some, but do you 
have any other remedy? — MRS.F C K 


DEAR MRS.F.C.K. — Stale tobacco odors can usually 


be removed by ammonia diluted in water. You might 
put such a mixture in a container and place it in a closed 
box with the coat. Be sure the box is placed where no 
one will knock the ammonia over and spill it on the coat. 
You might even put the ammonia in a tightly closed con­ 
tainer with holes punched in the top so the fumes can es­ 
cape. Charcoal loosely wrapped could be put in the coat 
pockets for a while — just be sure it does not touch the 
fabric to soil it. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — Winifred wrote that her garment bag was 
stored in a damp place and smells musty, so I want to tell her I 
have had success with whole cloves. They get rid of such an 
odor and leave a clean “ clovey" smell - ELSIE. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns pajamas Both 
my husband and I wonder what has happened to the drawstr­ 
ing that used to be in them After a few washings the elastic 
now used has to be replaced It is also not easy to remove in 
order to put a drawstring in.

They are not needed and the 
stays poke holes through the collar, making it impossible to 
turn as we used to do.

DEAR POLLY — Rubbing faucets with furniture polish 
after cleaning will keep them bright The oil in the polish 
prevents the chemical action that occurs from splashing 
water 
To clean flower vases that are encrusted with a brown 
scum, soak them in a strong solution of HOT vinegar and then 
wash with clear water. They will not only sparkle but smell 
sweet and fresh —AMELIA 
DEAR POLLY — When you want to cut a pie into five equal 
pieces cut a Y in the pie and then cut the two larger pieces into 
halves.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I lost a 
daughter at age 54 years. It 
was IO years ago when she 
died. She had cancer and the 
doctors she had surely put her 
through their butcher shop 
First they took off one breast, 
then the other breast, still 
later they took out her female 
organs and finally they went 
in through her back and made 
i diagonal inc ision on each 
side of the spine and took out a 
piece of the rib to get inside 
and remove the glands over 
the kidney. 
Why did they take these 
glands out unless they knew 
they w ere a ffe c te d with 
cancer? A nurse told me later 
that they did not take all of 
those glands out 01 she would 
not have lived. This last 
operation on her back was 
done in September and she liv­ 
ed till a y e a r a f t e r in 
November. 
I have read in a magazine 
that there is a remedy under 
lock and key in Washington 
for cancer If the AMA would 
let it out they could cure 
cancer, but they are making 
so much money that they 
wouldn't let it out Thank you 
for any information you can 
give me on this subject. 
DEAR READER 
- First 
things first When a woman 
has a spread of cancer cells 
from the breast to other areas 
in the body. one of the 
accepted forms of treatment 
is to reduce the hormone supp­ 
ly which helps to support the 
growth of the cancer This is 
why the female organs were 
removed Some patients with 
incurable breast cancer that 
has already spread can be 
controlled for some length of 
time by removal of th** female 
organs.

D EA R PO LLY - My dressmaker made me a vinyl 
raincoat lined with a blend of cotton and polyester The 
coat was in her home for about six months and as she is 
a constant smoker it reeks with the odor of smoke. I am 
unable to wear the coat since I am allergic to smoke and 
the many things I have used have not elimi nated it. Air­ 
ing on the line for several weeks helped some, but do you 
have any other remedy?

DEAR M RS.F C.K. — Stale tobacco odors can usually 
be removed by ammonia diluted in water. You might 
put such a mixture in a container and place it in a closed 
box with the coat. Be sure the box is placed where no 
one will knock the ammonia over and spill it on the coat. 
You might even put the ammonia in a tightly closed con­ 
tainer with holes punched in the top so the fumes can es­ 
cape. Charcoal loosely wrapped could be put in the coat 
pockets for a while — just be sure it does not touch the 
fabric to soil it. — PO LLY.

side of the spine and took out a 
piece of the rib to get inside 
and remove the glands over 
the kidney. 
Why did they take these 
glands out unless they knew 
they w ere a ffected with 
cancer? A nurse told me later 
that they did not take all of 
those glands out 01 she would 
not have lived 
This last 
operation on her back was 
done in September and she liv­ 
ed till a year a fte r in 
November. 
I have read in a magazine 
that there is a remedy under 
lock and key in Washington 
for cancer If the AMA would 
let it out they could cure 
cancer, but they are making 
so much money that they 
wouldn't let it out Thank you 
tor any information you can 
give me on this subject. 
DEAR READER 
First 
things first When a woman 
has a spread of cancer cells 
from the breast to other areas 
in the body. one of the 
accepted forms of treatment 
is to reduce the hormone supp­ 
ly which helps to support the 
growth of the cancer. This is 
why the female organs were 
removed. Some patients with 
incurable breast cancer that 
has already spread can be 
controlled for some length of 
time by removal of the female 
organs.

For Crisis 


Emphasized

Lots of lights again are on 
all over America. In homes 
and 
in 
business 
districts 
there’s no sign of the fewer 
lights suggested during the 
height of the oil embargo in 
1973. 
Cars speed on thruways 
and it’s not obvious that 
there’s much 
walking on 
short trips instead of making 
the hop in a car—fueled, as 
all cars, with gasoline that’s 
twice the price of the pre­ 
embargo gas. 
So whatever happened to 
the energy crisis? 
John M. Fowler, an official 
of the National Science 
Teachers 
Association 
in 
Washington, 
answers that 
question. 
In a report in Today’s 
Education, journal of the 
N a t i o n a l 
E d u c a t i o n 
Association, 
he rem inds 
teachers that the urgency 
remains and they’d better 
give students facts about the 
continuing crisis. 
“ We are more vulnerable 
to an oil embargo now than 
we were in 1973,’’ he said. 
“ Domestic production of 
oil and gas continues to drop, 
and coal production has not 
taken up the slack 
“ A cold winter andor a 
tailing out with our Middle 
Eastern friends w ill un­ 
derline the urgency im ­ 
m ediately. 
The 
laws of 
supply 
and 
demand 
will 
make the point eventually.” 
Fow ler, 
D irector 
of 
Special Projects for the 
National Science Teachers 
Association, said the energy 
theme 
belongs 
in 
the 
classroom and for the long 
term 
starting from the 
elementary level 
"In my own vision," he 
said, “ I see a second grade 
leacher giving a unit on the 
com m unity that includes 
energy 
system s 
and 
distribution systems - 
the 
[lower lines, the pipelines, 
the truck delivering heating 
oil, the gas stations. 
‘‘I see the 
geography 
teachers including energy 
resources, 
energy 
con­ 
sumption and energy trade 
data. 
“ I see the history teacher 
examining the role of energy 
in the industrial revolution 
and the chemistry teacher 
studying oil molecules and 
the ways to synthesize them 
“ I see the English teacher 
analyzing energy and en­ 
vironmental advertising and 
so on. 
The 
goals 
of 
energy 
education are best described 
in terms of 
the student- 
citizens 
who 
will 
be 
its 
products, 
according 
to 
Fowler. 
He hopes the students will 
be able to make personal 
lifestyle decisions consistent 
with energy realities and 
will 
understand 
the 
per­ 
vasive role of energy in 
national and world society. 
There are some materials 
to help teachers but Fowler 
said 
the 
most 
important 
information is "in the heads 
of teachers. Only they, as he 
sees it, can make the final 
judgment of what students 
can and should learn.
